Seme foreign diplomats and 
observers here found Mao's re- 
ported decision not surprising, 
saving he had been seen less 
in public recentiv and it was 
expected he would withdraw to 
write theoretical work, sur 
marizing and explaining present 
developments in China. 

Oniy a few regarded it as a 
form of demotion and most 
agreed that, as party chairman, 
he would remain the country’s 
most powerful figure in rank 
and prestige.

GENEVA (AP)—The 10-nation 
conference on prevention of 
surprise attack moved a step 
further toward complete failure 
Tuesttay with the rejection bv 
each side of all the proposals 
put forward by the other. 

Italian delegate Paolo Emilio 
Taviani, speaking for the United 
Stetes, Britain, France, Canada 
and TIteiv, said Russian pro 
posals for a ground and air sur- 
prise attack alert system were 
unacceptable to the West even 
as a basis for discussion. 

Russian Gen. A. A. Grvzlov, 
speaking for Russia, Poland. 
Czechoslovakia, Romania and 
Albania, said the Western sug- 
gestions for technical discussion 


}of an alert system were equally 


unacceptable to the Soviet bioc. 
Grvziov blamed the Western 
delegations for the failure of the 
conference. 


Western spokesmen said the 
Russain proposals were either 
politicaliv loaded, and thus out- 
side the cormpetente of these 
talks, or seeking to give a mere 
Miusion of security from sur- 
prise attack. 

The talks are expected to 
adjourn indefinitely before the 
end of the week.

There is growing belief here 
that changes in the Communist 
Chinese hierarchy, predicted 
recentiy in Taipei and Peiping, 
are far more deep-seated and 
Significant than has been ac- 
cepted in the West so far. 


According to this growing 
body of British and Chinese 
opinion, if Mao resigns as Com- 
@Munist China’s head of state 
next month, it will be only the 
first step in a long-range move 
to strip him of most of his ex- 
ecutive powers and leave him 
as titular figurehead of the na- 
tion. 


“There is little question in 
my mind he is being kicked up- 
stairs,” one China expert said. 
“It will be done gracefully and 
gradually.? His face must be 
preserved. He has been vener- 
ated too long in China to be 
arbitrarily removed,” 


Some analysts here, espect- 
ally Americans, still hold to the 
belief that Mao will renounce 
only his ceremonial position as 
head of state and will remain 
unchallenged master of China. 
They say the only reason for the 
projected change is so he can 
deyote more time to far more 
important party work, 


This reasoning is rejected by 
other observers, however. 

“Devoting more time to other 
work is an old excuse. Every 
board of directors uses it when 
it wants to ease the boss out,” 
one old British China hand said. 

The best guess here on the 
predicted shakeup in Peiping is 
Mao will be given honorary 
chairmanship of the Chinese 
Communist Party. 

Chu Teh, 72-year-old profes- 
sional soidier turned politician, 
could be named Chairman of the 
the Government—equivalent of 
president. Liu Shaochih, Red 
China’s top theoretician, is con- 
sidered the likeliest candidate 
for the crucial post of party sec- 
retary general if that position is 
activated as expected. 


4 Belgian Explorers 
Rescued by Soviets 


LONDON (AP)—Four missing 
Belgian Antarctic explorers 
were rescued Monday by a Rus- 
sian search aircraft, Moscow 
Radio reported Tuesday. 

The four Belgians—Capt. Gas- 
ton de Gerlache Prince, Antoine 
de Ligne, Jacques Loodts and 
Charles Hulshagen—have been 
missing since their Auste-reecon- 
naissance plane crashed = in 
Queen Maud Land 10 days ago. 

Pilot Viktor Perov radioed he 
landed beside the missing Bel- 
gians late Monday night and 
took off less than an hour later 
with all four explorers aboard.

New Security 
Pact to Have 
10 Articles: 
Fujiyama 


Foreign Minister  Alichiro 
Fujiyama and U.S, Ambassador 
Douglas MacArthur Il yestet™ 
day agreed that a new Japan- 
United States Security Treaty 
should be limited to 10 articles. 

Fujiyama said he and Mac 
Arthur agreed on the number 
of articles at their third meet- 
ing in the current security pact 
revision talks yesterday after- 
noon, 

Fujivama told newsmen after 
the meeting that there were no 
major differences of opinion be- 
tween MacArthur and him on 
the arrangement of the provt- 
sions of the new treaty, 

Yesterday's meeting started at 
4 p.m. at the Foreign Office and 
lasted nearly two hours. 

Fujiyama and MacArthur last 
conferred on Oct, 22. 

Fujrvama said that he first 
explained to the American 
ambassador trends in Japanese 
public opinion on the revision 
question and the political trou- 
bles which had held up hold 
ing of his third meeting with 
MacArthur. 

Later, Fujivyama said, the two 
discussed the number of arti- 
cles of the new pact, arrange 
ment of the treaty provisions 
and the contents of the pream- 
ble. They did not discuss such 
controversial points as the trea- 
ty area and prior U.S. consulta. 
tions with the Japanese Govern- 
ment on the deployment and 
equipment of the American 
troops stationed in this coun- 
try. 

The foreign minister also told 
newsmen that he would meet 
MacArthur again this week to 
discuss Japan’s share of the 
joint Japan-U.S. defense costs 
for fiscal 1959. 

In addition to MacArthur, 
Martin F. Herz, first secretary 
of the American Embassy, at- 
tended yesterday's meeting. The 
Japanese representatives inciud- 
ed Foreign Vice Minister Hisa- 
nari Yamada, Haruki Mori, 
director of the American Affairs 
Bureau, Hiroto Tanaka, coun- 
selor and Fumihiko Togo, sec- 
tion chief, both of the same 
bureau.

Gov't Orders 
Probe Into 
Kochi Clash 


The Government’ yesterday 
ordered an investigation into 
the violent incident in the 
teachers dispute in Kochi Pre- 
fecture Monday night in which 
Chairman Takeshi Kobayashi of 
the Japan Teachers Union (Nik- 
kyoso) and severa! of his col- 
leagues were beaten up by irate 
parents, 


Apparently taking a serious 
view of the case, the Govern- 
ment yesterday instructed Ma- 
sashi Aoki, director of the Na- 
tional Public Safety Commission, 
to investigate the incident im- 
mediately and arrest those who 
had committed violence of a 
malicious nature. 

The instruction was issued 
after Chief Cabinet Secretary 
Munenori Akagi gave a report 
on the case to Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi. 

The incident occurred at the 
Niyodo Senior High School in 
Agawa village near Kochi Mon- 
day night, 

Kobayashi and his colleagues 
were holding a discussion with 
teachers of the Mori Primary 
‘School at the Nivodo Senior 
High School when some 220 ex- 
cited parents, some allegedly 
drunk, stormed the high school. 
Kobayashi and 15 unionists as 


well as one of the assailants 
were injured in the ensuing 
fracas. 


Kobayashi suffered face 
injuries requiring three weeks’ 
medical treatment. The attack- 
ing parents allegedly hurled 
furniture and blinding powder,

The big surprise at the Far 
Rast Bridge Federation Tourna- 
mont was the failure of the 
Hongkong team, far and above 
the favorite They went down 
for two defeats, ending up in 


third place behind the Philip- 
pines and Japan,

LONDON (UPI)—The United 
Arab Republic is buying six 
naval vessels from Japan—the 
first time since 1953 that it has 
obtained such supplies from out- 
side the Soviet bloc, 


Authoritative quarters here 
said an announcement to this 
effect was made in Cairo Dec. 
i? saying that “a deal for the 
purchase of six naval vessels 
from Japan would be concluded 
before the end of December.” 


Since 1953 Egypt has expanded 
her navy, largely supplied be- 
fore that date by Britain, with 
purchases from the Soviet bloc. 

According ' to the current 
edition of “Jane’s Fighting 
Ships” the UAR now has six 
Soviet submarines and two 
Skoryi class destroyers,
